Hamlin area folks will receive a 
“sork” In the old pocketbook now 
when they go to pay state taxes. 
“Sock” for property owners in 
Scurry and other counties of the 
state was contained, in fact, in action 
Monday by the State Automatic Tax 
Board at Austin in setting a property 
tax rate of 72 cents on the $1C0 
valuation—maximum permitted un­ 
der the constitution and statutes. 
In 1946 the state property tax rate 
was 37 cents per $100 property valua­ 
tion—the lowest since 1912. 
The Jones County tax assessor- 
collcctor’s office and others over 
Texas received news of the state 
tax board action Tuesdav. 
If y rn. for instance, paid $7.40 in 
state property taxes on your home­ 
stead last year, this year you will 
fork over $14.40. That little calcu­ 
lation is based on the assumption 
that your homestead was state tax 
valued at $5,000 and that you claim­ 
ed vour $3,000 exemption. 
It reduces to simple terms what 
the State Automatic Tax Board a* 
Austin did this wreek in hiking the 
state rate to the maximum provided 
under the constitution. 
Last year, it will be remembered, 
the board levied no property tax for 
general fund purposes because there 
was a substantial surplus in the 
general fund. 
But Monday, an Austin dispatch 
rev eals, the board had no choice 
raising the rate because the Legisla­ 
ture had wiped out the surplus, 
appropriated or allocated for the 
public schools virtually every dollar 
of anticipated revenue and passed 
no new' tax bill. 
The board is made up of Governor 
Beauford H. Jester, George H. Shep­ 
pard, state comptroller, and Jesse 
James, state treasurer. 
It is understood the board set the 
property tax rate for general revenue 
purposes at 35 cents on the $100 
property valuations; that for the 
available school fund and 35 cents, j 
and that for confederate pensions at 
two cents. 
The latter is set bi 
statute.

If y rn, for instance, paid $7.40 in 
state property taxes on your home­ 
stead last year, this year you will 
fork over $14.40. That little calcu­ 
lation is based on the assumption 
that your homestead was state tax 
valued at $5,000 and that you claim­ 
ed vour $3,000 exemption. 
It reduces to simple terms what 
the State Automatic Tax Board a* 
Austin did this week in hiking the 
state rate to the maximum provided 
under the constitution. 
Last year, it will be remembered, 
the board levied no property tax for 
general fund purposes because there 
was a substantial surplus in the 
\cneral fund. 
But Monday, aal Austin dispatch 
reveals, the board had no choice in 
raising the rate because the Legisla­ 
ture had wiped out the surplus, 
appropriated or allocated for the 
public schools virtually every dollar 
f'f anticipated revenue and passed 
no new tax bill. 
The board is made up of Governor 
Beauford H. Jester, George H. Shep­ 
pard, state comptroller, and Jesse 
James, state treasurer.

Hamlin nebule arc warned this 
week of the fact that dental decay 
may often occur in the mouth of the

stances on the exposed glans, and 
crooked teeth are some of the pos- 
. blo consequences of gaps in the 
tee lh.” 
Ul Cox advised those who are in- 
lei est. d ia experiencing the best 
dental and bodily health possible to 
ave daily attention to their mouth 
and visit th® dentist twice each year, 
and promptly seek the dentist’s ser­ 
vices should decay or other suspic­ 
ious conditions arise between the 
^noetic visits.
